Whenever in the opinion of the com- 
mittee o the council there is evidence 
disclosing any offence against these 
regulations either:the committee or 
the council may take such proceedings 
thereuyder as they may deem proper, 
or may remit the evidence to the At- 
torney General of the province for 
such action as he may be pleased to 
institute. This committee srall have 
the power of a comimissioner appoint- 
ed under the provisions of Part 1 of 
the Inquiries Act. Any person who 
contravenes or fails to observe any of 
the provisions.of these regulations or 
in any way hinders the investigation 
of this committee is liable to a fine not 
exceeding five thousand dollars or im- 
prisonment for a term not exceeding 
two years, or both fine and imprison- 
ment. :

; The influenza epidemic is still with 
us and during the past week has 
spread considerably, The school, 
which was last week converted into an 
emergency hospital, has undergone 
quite a change and in a very short 
time has been converted into a hos- 
pital which answers the purpose 
splendidly, The Board of Health has 
precations as circumstances arise, 
EBaly in the week they issued an order 
that all should wear the prescribed 
the situation well in hand and are los- 
ing no time in taking the necessary 
masks and this is being fairly well 
complied with, As a further precau- 
tionery measure al] berber shops were 
odered closed yesterday morning, and 
orders. issued for more careful super- 
vision of all pool, rooms and other 
places where crowds are liable to con- 
gregate. Stores serving soft drinks 
have also received instruetions to dis- 
continue using glasses, 

In all there are about eighty cases 
in town now. About thirty-five of 
these are in the school. Reports from 
all sources,would indicate” that the 
epidemic here is of a mild nature’ and 
that all. patients are progressing fay- 
ovably. 

So fa only one death has resuited. 
This was Mrs, E, T. Cooke, but as she 
had been aliing all summer from tu- 
bereular trouble her shattered 
strength soon gave way under the ad- 
ditional strain, |
